THE NEW TARIFF NEGOTIA- |

To many of our readers.the lively descrip- 
tion by the late Wincrove Cooke of the 

t, obstacle in the path of the then nego- 
tiations in China, “ the twenty-years-in-the- 
country-and-speak-the-language-man,”” will 
doubtless be still familiar ; but the simple- 
minded bugbear of Winerove Cooxe’s day 
‘fades into absolute insignificance before 
his revival in the modern merchant-neyotia- 
tor. There is, however, pretty clear evidence 


" that to the same influences as brought about 


‘the failures of Lord Exain and the rout of 
Sir Tuomas WaDE in his ill-starred efforts 
to negotiate his Conventiun at Chefoo, is to 
be attributed this interlude of our latest 


’ negotiator. The" forty-years-in-the-country- 


and-speak-the-language-man ” is still ram- 
pant, and the latest of his disciples is 
this time not to be found in the .ranks of 
dilletante diplomatists, nor in the garb of a 
Special Envoy, but -in the plain fustian 
dress and armed with the quarter-staff of a 
plain British trader. It would be an insult 
to the intelligence of the British. trader in 
general to attribute to any lessons he 
Tearnt during his long climb up the ladder 
of mercantile success the idea Sir Jamys 
Macxay has sprung on the English resident 
in China ; and it is certainly more charitable 
to wonclude that the proposition whose 
paternity he appears to have accepted is 
really the production of the purlieus of the 
Inspectorate-General in Peking, than that 
it is the offspring of any British school of 
financial or political training. Much as the 
British merchant in China has deprecated 
the incidence of the lekin taxes in China, not 
one bas had the hardihood to aver that they 
amounted to the equivalent of a tax of 
fifteen per cent. Sir Jamus Mackay could 
never, with his extremely limited knowledge 
of China, have discovered this remarkable 
fact for himself ; and as he could have dis- 
covered it frum no outside source his pro- 
position must have come from the only 
spring capable of palming off on his inno- 
cence such a self-evident swindle. He has 
in fact only proved another victim of the 
welleworn “confidence” trick of which we 


- had hoped, but how vainly, we had seen the 


last in China. Leaving, however, the 
financial aspect of the affair momentarily 
aside, is there any reason to explain in any 
less condemnatory term its political aspect F 
We fear we wust look in the same direction 
for areply. It was one of the most charac- 


~ teristic schemes of the late Li Huna-cuana 


tomake the attempt to throw the burden 
of the recent misdeeds of China on to the 
shoulders of the principal sufferers ; and a 


number of his followers, really regretting | 


the failure of the Palace plot to get rid of 
the foreigner and iis trade at one blow, 
have been unceasing in urging, in season 
- and out of season, the necessity of muking 


~ the foreigner tax himself to pay his own’, 


indemnity. Curiously enough, the simple 
fact does not seem to have struck diploma- 
tists in Peking that it wowld be better to 
forego all inflemnity than to pay one to be 
eventually taken out of our own pockets— 
with interest meanwhile to hoot. This is 
altogether apart from the curious ‘fact, 
which on calm Teflgetion must appenr self- 
evidently absurd t#any rensoning man, that 
from a merely . political standpoint . we 
should not only condone the crime, but 


should place in the hands of its perpetra- 
tors the means of repeating it more effec- 
tually than before. ‘This is really the plain 
meaning of all these proposals for an in- 
crease of the burdens on foreign trade, and 
everything goes to show that this is really 
the view taken at Peking of our unexpected 
complaisanee in this little matter. An 
equally important, if not more important 
eonsideration in this last attempted swindle 
—for to use plain words it is as much a 
swindle as the false pretences of the con- 
fidence man —is, does the new proposal 
hold out any prospect of getting rid of the 
abuse against which it professes to be 
directed’ We have made at least, three 
solemn conventions, each accompanied with 
ihe wneqnivocal promise that we were to 
hear the last of lekin. Let the ‘* forbty- 
years-in-the-country:men * explain how it 
hus happened that not one of these solemn 
engagements has. been kept; and also let 
tnem show what reason there is why this 
new proposal should meet with greater 
success than its predecessors. As a fact, 
ay everyone outside officialdom—and there 
are many possessed of as great kuowledge 
as the paid officials on whom our would-he- 
negotiators profess to depend — is quite 
aware, the Central Government, so long as 
it is carriel on present lines, cannot, and 
dare not, intermeddle with the rights of its 
provincials to levy taxes how and in what 
manner they select. We have always heard 
the complaint from Peking, and this is not 
denied by officialdom, but rather attempted 
to be put forward as ao plea for grace, that 
the Viceroys will not obey the instructions 
given to them. There is a great deal of 
truth in this, but not the whole truth, the 
reason for the provincial refusal being 
carefully concealed by these binssed apolo- 
gists. Asa fact, while Peking looks care- 
fully to the provinces td- pay the interest on 
the Jmperial indebtedness, it is also equally 
persistent in maintaining its constitutional 
right to all the revenue derived from foreign 
trade. This is the true reason why Peking 
is so desirous of raising under any plea the 
dues on foreign trade, and not any desire 
to honestly meet its engagements. This is 
the view which Peking carefully impresses 
ou the provinces, and the lesson that they 
have learned to their cust is that, however 
plainly the dues from foreign trade are 
earmarked for tLeir benefit, the demands 
of Peking will never be relaxed in con- 
sequence. ‘This is the truth that the forty- 
years-man carefully shields from his mental 
vision ; but is nevertheless the view that is 
most enchanting to his employers in Peking.

QUEEN’S COLLEGE. 


EE 
“(Daily Press, 11th March.) 


Educational reports and statistics are 
always interesting, even to the casual 
reader. The comparison of old Central 
School statistics for 1881 with those 
of Queen's Cullege for 1901 made by 
Dr. Wriaut in his Annual Report on the 
latter establishment (extracts from which 
we made in yesterday’s issue) must forcibly 
appeal to everyone. The position can be 
easily strengthened. If the two last items 
be -put into sterling -a common enough 
practice nowadays—and assuming the value 
of a dollar now as half what it was in 1881, 
the expense of Queen's College with its 
daily average of 894 scholars tbroughout 
last year, works out at about three-fourths, 
the expense of the 386 students in daily 
average attendance at the old Central 
School twenty vears earlier : while, om the 
same basis, the averaze expense per scholar 
during 1901 comes to less than one-third 
what it was in 1881. The difference of 
standard now aimed at, and in great ‘mea- 
sure attained, is alyo little short of astonish- 
ing; particularly when it is pointed out 
that the raw material available is as crude 
now as ever, and that the very greatest 
difficulty is experienced in retaining boys, 
even the sons of the comparatively 
wealthy section of the native community, at 
school, as soon as they have acquired a 
marketable smattering 
WeicurT points out, among other crying 
educational needs, that the Native Chinese 
Echool should be restored for the boys in 
the Lower and Preparatory Sections; 7.¢., 
in all classes below the third. The Report 
of the Education Commission appointed by 
Sir Joun Pores Hennessy, and issued late 
in 1882, says: —‘‘To secure more time for, 
“and greater efficiency in, the study of 
English in the Central School, itis essential 
“that great attention should be paid by the 
“scholars to the study of Chinese during 
‘the earlier years of their attendance. For 
“this purpose there should be an Upper 
“and a Lower School. In the latter, Chi- 
« nese should go hand in hand with English, 
“and about the same amount of time 
“should be devoted to each. For, passing 
“from the Lower to the Upper School, 
“there should be a stringent examination, 
“and no Chinese boy should be admitted 
“to the Upper School until he is considered 
“by the examiners to have obtained a 
“ competent knowledge of his own language. 


When this has been attained, the transla- |

“prevent any neglect, of Chinese which

the, Honourable Freperick STEWART, 
Acting Colonial Secretary and Head Master 
of the Central School; the - Honourable 
Epwarp Loueuuin O’MaLtey, Attorney- 
General ; the Honourable Parnas Rrriz ; 
and the Honourable F. Bu1LKeELsy 
Jounson. The Honourable Ne Cuoy 
—now His Excellency the Chiriese- Am- 
hassador at Washington—dissented, sug- 
gesting that ‘the whole attention of the 
“boys at the Central School should be con- 
‘fined to the study of English, and that 
“every Chinese boy, before ndinission there- 
‘to, should be found to possess a competent 
“ knowledge of his own larguage.” Had this 
simple but drastic test been applied, then 
as now, we fear that the benches in the 
chief scholastic institution of the Colony 
would be empty. It is to be hoped that this 
question of the Native Chinese School will 
receive the serious consideration it deserves 
at the hands of the Educaticnal Com- 
missioners now in session. As we read of 
the removal of the older English masters 
by death, retirement on pension, trans- 
ference, and loan, another significant 
question crops up. Itis widely known that 
for some reason or cther—retrenchment was 
possibly at the root of the matter—the 

- Governing Body five years ago recom- 
mended the discontinuance of the system 
which required English masters to acquire 
-a written and colloquial knowledge of 
Chinese. There cannot now be left more 
than two ur three English masters, at most, 
on the staff of Queen’s College who| have 
un acquaintance with Chinese; and! even 
they, in the lapse of a few years, trom one 


cause or another, will be removed. There | 


will then be the anomaly of an educational 
staff wholly unacquainted with the mother 
tongue of its scholarg. ‘This is not merely 
anomalous, it is suicidal. From t-e very 
earliest days of the Colony’s history it has 
ever been the policy of the Home authorities 
‘ to encourage Civil servants of all grades 
and in all departments to get some 
knowledge of Cantonese and, if possible, of 
the written character too. Government 
Notification No. 4, in the Government 
Gazette of July 7th, 1855, says:-— His 
“Excellency the Governor has received a 
“Despatch from the Principal Secreta ty of 
“State for the Colonies, calling his aften- 
“tion to the great importance which! Her 
“ Majesty’s Government attaches to| the 
“ acquirement of the Chinese language by 
‘all functionaries ia the public servide of 
“this Colony, and His Excellency is 
“instructed to state that in claims for 
“promotion a knowledge of Chinese will be 
= “considered as a recommendation to 
“the favourable consideration of - the 
“authorities.”  * 

In the face of the above verbatim extract, 
the action of the Governing Bedy 1s 
unwisdom itself. No doubt this matter too 
will receive due attention: from the present 
Educational Commission.

THE COOLIE QUESTION AND 
REGISTRATION.

The suggestion of our correspondent 
“J. R.” in another column, that we should 
in all cases where unruly native servants 
are brought to book by their employers 
furnish the names and a description in our 
Police Court report, is, we fear, an in- 

adequate way of meeting the difficulties of

alias, The impossibility of attempting to 
describe ore Chinese servant in such a way 
that he will at once be recognised when he 
presents himself as candidate for a new post 
will readily be recognised. ‘There is only 
one satisfactory manner of taeeting the 
dificulty, and that is by some system of 
reyistration. Now it does not lie within- 
the province of 4 daily journal to conduct 
a registry office. It does lie within the com, 
petence of the Government, and an oppor- 
tunity has recently been offered to the local 
authorities of making a trial of revistration 
in the case of those most troublesome of 
private servants, the chair and jinricksha 
‘coolies. A Commission was appointed to 
| examine into the question of these employees 
and drew up a report. recommending that a 
trial should le given to the registration of 
(atten. aud that a system of regular fares 
and tickets should be adopted. ° As is well 
known now, the Government decided to 
reject these recommendations, at lbast as 
far as the registration scheme is concerned. 
iThe reasons for this action were given 
to the Legislative Council on Tuesday. 
H.E. “he Governor in his minute to the 
Colonial Secretary aud his despatch to 
the Sec-etary of State for the Colonies states 
the reasons for the Gi-vernment’s decision. 
They are based chiefly on part of tle 
evidence given before the Commission, 
reinforced by the opinions of the members 
of the Executive Council, the only guide to 
which is the statement of Sir Henry Buaxe 
that the Council’s advice “was given on 
“the ground that the recommendations, if 
“carrie! out, were not caleulated to. bring 
‘about the desired result, nor, in the long 
“run, to satisfy the employ.rs of private 
“coolies, inasmuch as the real causes of 
“discontent appeared to be traceable to the 
“state of the labour-market of Hongkong 
“and China and other natural economic 
“conditions,” With regard to this advice it 
isonly to be rem wked that it is notargument 
but expression vf opinion. As to the 
evidence before the Commission, the mem- 
bers of the latter, after consideration of the 
statements of all the witnesses, came to the 
conclusion that registration was both advis- 
able and feasible. The Government there- 
fore must hold either that the Cdmmissivn 
decided against the weight of evidence or 
that the witnesses hostile to the scheme 
were the more important, if less numerous, 
section. .In his minute to the Colonial 
Secretary, H.E, the Governor presents 
various difficulties of the’ registration pro- 
posal. The masters, we are told, have 
been disinclined ia the past to help im the 
scheme. Are we to assume therefore that 
the present outcry aguinst the difficulty of 
procuring and retaining reliable chair and 
jinricksha-coolies is so superficial that the 
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snid that by “weeding out” the 
supply of coolies will be rendered 


insufficient. We are apparently therefore to 
retain in our service the thieves, idlers, ete., 
for fear that there are not enough without 
them. The practical difficulties of identi- 
fication, of which Mr, Brewin made a 
strong point, are doubtless :considerable, 
but surely for the public welfare it’ is 
necessary to face even considerable dif- 
ficulties, A’ rough method of identification 
by photography and description combined 
does nos seem beyond the realms of 
possibility. Next we are told that com- 
pulsory registration will produce a strike. 
Many uzefal reforms. have produced strikes, 
The Commission recommended that the 
experiment should be made in the.cold 
weather when chairs and jinrickshas are not 
& necessity. Moreover, a strike of the 
private cvoolies would be ineffective without 


a combination with the public bearers and: 
pullers, who do not. seem likely to throw . 


away their ¢hances Of increased earnings 
just to oblige their rivals. With regard to 
the ‘sound economic principles ” of which 
H.l. the Governor speaks, we cannot bdmit 
such vague locution as argument. We can 
see the glaring evils of the existing condition. 
of affairs, but not the contribution which 
they make to the stability and prosperity 
of Hongkong. The opponents of registra- 
tion sec the evils; but fold their hands and 
say that the advice of the Committee 
appointed to investigate the matter is 
unsound.

He pvints out what he deems 
to be a singular defect in the Bankruptcy 
Amendment Ordinance, 1901, viz., that it does 
not deal with the case of a foreigner trading in 
his own name by anagentin the Colony. Cases 
of that kind occur seldom, if ever, among the 
Chinese in Hongkong, and the Urdinance in 
question was passed to meet the hardship 
disclosed by the local case of Re Kung Hing ez 
parte Ab Wee (July 9th, 190°). It was ap- 
proved of both by the Chief Justice who tried 
the case in question and by the Cham er of 
Commerce. ‘Che object of the present Or- 
dinance is to make the further amendment 
pointed ont by Mr. Muir Mackenzie as desirable. 
‘There can be little doubt that Ordinanca No. 
2 of 1901, as supplemented by this Ordinance, 
effects a considerable improvement in our local 
law, having regard to the special circumstances 
of Hongkong. I do not want it to bo taxen in 
substitution of the other Bill, but as supple- 
mentary to it.

Lane, Crawford & Co. In this cass, however, 
it is not certain yet that cholera was the cause of 
} death Mr. Duncan had suffered from diarrhea 
and was seized with cramps in tho stomach on 
Thursday immediately aftsr the funeral of a 
fellow employee of the Customs. The medical 
officer, however, states that only a post-mortem 
examination can show what was tho actual canse 
of death. In consequence of the appearance of 
the disease among the Customs employees, 
several of them have fied the service and are 
now in Hongkong. Those remaining have been 
removed from their old dwellings at Honam and 
are now living in large house-boats on the river 
as a precaution against the spraad of the disease 
among them,

Dr. G. H. Bateson Wright, D D., Head Master, 
iy published ih the Gazette. We make the 
following extracts :— ; 

On the 22nd|Jaunary, 1832, I first arrived in 
the Colony to assume the duties of Headmaster,

I arrived at) a timo when the work at the 
Central School had been publicly called in 
question, and my opinion, as a stranger, was 
desired. At the prize distribution, after con- 
ducting the ras I was able truthfally 
to say to Sir Jiobu Pope Hennessy that I was 
surprised at the success of Chines3 boys in 
coping with the difficulties cf the English 
language; and| I may add that this impression 
has not faded, but, on the contrary, has been 
confirmed with increased experience, That a 
Chinese boy es in five years advance from 
the study of the alphabet to an intelligent 
acquaintance with a play of Shakespsare and a 
period of English history is to me little short 
of the miraculous; when due al’owance is made 
for the novelty of the simplest ideas, which are 
conveyed in idioms, without par Hel in his 
own language. 

The chief points of contrast betwe2n the 
examination held by me in 1832 (which natural- 
ly is indelibly|printed on my brain) and the 
examination just concluded, are as follows: The 
papers now arejnearly all clean and remarkably 
well written; whereas twenty years azo* these 
were the exception, the majority of papers be- 
ing dirty and [almost illegible Tho standard 
-now applied is jinfinitely severer; in 1482 the 
action of the gauge was very delicate and sym- 
pathetic; e.g., |if from a hopeless translation, 
you could decipher that the boy hada fairly cor- 
rect idea of theloriginal, he was allowed to pass; 
in Composition) three sentences grammatically 
correct constituted the test of a pass, irrespeciive 
of subject matter; in Arithmetic, there was

Oa the other hand, twenty 
years ago, Copy-wriling was accepted for more 
tbau three-quarters of the whole school as a 
subject which might assist in averling failure; 
this concrssion is now made to only one-seventh. 
Several snbjects now forming part of the 
curriculum were not taught in 1881—Sbakes- 
peare, Algebra, Euclid, Mensuration, Bookkeep- 
ing, Natural Science, and Physiolegy. One 
outcome of this general raising of the standird 
of edu:ation in Queen’s College has been that 
for the lust tewlve years, through entering for 
the Oxford Local Examinations, our boys have, 
with varving success, been able to submit to a 
test of their English atteinments by English 
examiners in England.. is 

{ feel confident that this brief historical 
review will not be misconstrued into an ex- 
pression of satisfaction with either the progress 
made or the stindard attained in so lofg a 
period as twenty years. My desire is merely 
to place on record a statement of the fact that 
some advance, however inadequate, has been 
made in that time. No one can ba mora eager 
or ambitions than myself to see the standard 
of work at Queen's College raised immeasurably 


higher; but I may perhaps be permitted t) say- 


that nubody knows batter the inherent difficul- 
ties in the way. The formation of an Advanszed 
Class above and beyon| the First Class has 
long been a cherished scheme of mine. Unfor- 
tunately, however, less than half a dozan. b-ys 
remain in the College at the beginning of the 
new school year, who would be fit to proced to 
higher work; aud of these we should hive no 
assurance whatever that any would remain 89 
long as even six months, whereas two years 
would be the least possible time in which any 
result could be hoped to be effected; and in 
saying this I refer to bo’h non-Chinese and 
Chinese alike. Of-ciroumstances not under our 
control, it is to be noted that, so long as plague 
recurs annually in the Colony, educatioa must 
suffer.

I returned to the Colony after eightean 
months’ lesve and resumed duties on lst Novem- 
ber, 1901. Mr. A. J. May (Second Master) has 
bean Acting Headmaster during my absence, 
evidently devoting himself most energetically 
to foster the welfare of the College. I may 
especially mention that it was due to his 
judicious arrangements that increased saccom- 
modation was provided at the beginning of the 
year, and that considerable improvement was 
secured in the Aunual and Oxford Local 
Examinations. ;

HIGHER EDUCATION FOR CHINESE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESS” 
Hongkong, 8th March. 

Siz,—My aftention has been called to the 
correspondence appearing in the Government 
Gazette anent the provision of education for the 
children of better class Chinese. On perusing 
the letter addressed to the Government by Dr. 
Vo Kai and seven others, I was struck by the 
fact that it plainly advocates class distinctions 
which I for one, and I believe many other per- 
sons in the Colony also, both Chinese and Euro- 
pean, believe should not be allowed to exist in 
any purely Government institution. It stands 
to reason that the establishment of any snch 
school as that proposed by Dr. Ho Kai and his 
following will bave to be paid for out of public 
funds. That is to say, everybody, from the 
poorest coolie to the richest taipan, will be con- 
iributing to the support of such a school and it 
would therefore be most unfair for any such 
institution to be reserved for one particular 
class ut the expenso of all. If the disad- 
vantages pointed ont by Dr. Ho Kai 
and his friends really exist, then, I contend that 
the remedy isin their owns hands. ‘Lhey are 
not forced to send their children to these Govern- 
ment Board €chools, as they term them, es are 
the poorer Chinese, for they cam afford to pay 


higher fees, which the people whose children | 


they object to their own mixing with cannot. 
In my opinion ihe « ducational facilities provid- 
ed by Government should be ofas high a 
standard as possible, and, as they are paid for by 
all, so should they befreely open toall without any 
class distinction whatever: The class of school 
asked for by Dr. Ho Kai and others I regard 
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as being somewhat in the nature of a lusury 
provided for pne special class or section ofthe 
community and being such it should be paid.for 
by them, for they alone would reap the benefit. 

Again, these gentlemen ask for a school for 2 
the education of the upper classes of the 2° 
Chinese and- want it reserved especially for ¢ 
them. Why shonld they make :nch a request ? = 
Such schools.are not provided by the Govern-& 
ment in England, or for the matter of that ing 
any other country. All public institutions of 
the kind are open tc all 
matter what their social position may be,% 
so long as they can pay 
fees. The schools reserved for the children of- 
the upper classes are supported by th upper, 
classes thexcselves, and the rest of the com-: 
munity are not asked to contribute to them in: 
any way whatsoever. They are, in fact, luxuries « * 
and as such are paid for by those who make use © 
of them. Therefore I contend that if those of 
the upper-class Chinese of Hongkong require a 
school reserved exclusively for their children, 
then they, and they alone, should supply the 
necessary funds, which they can well afford to 
do, without asking for the expenditure of public 
money, contributed by all, for the benefit of one 
particular section of community . 

The gentlemen in question also point out that 
in the event of their having to send their 
children to England or the United States ‘at a 
most impressionable age they find themselves 
on their return tnable to resume their proper 
position in the family ; but a little further on’ 
argue that the establishment of the-school they 
ask for will cause them to assimilate English 
sympathies and ideas :nd wive them more open 
minds and public spirit. Does it no: seem as if. 
these two statements were somewhat contradic-- 
tory and that the Anglicising of the children 
would cause just that difficulty with regard to

The CHAIRMAN said—Gentlemen, following 
our usual custom, I will, with your permission, 
take the report and accounts, which have been 
in your hands for some time, as read. I think 
you will agree with moe that the resnit of the 
working of the past half-year was very satis- 
factory. The profit netted showed an increase 
over that of tho corresponding six months pf 
1900 of $13,401.80, or about 18 por cent. ~ That 
means substantial progress, which is the more 
notable inasmuch as the profit for the final 
half-year of ]900 was a record result. The im- 
provement has, moreover, been obtained in spite 
ofa general and unavoidable increase in expen- 
diture, caused by the steady decline in exchange, 
an increase in the ccst of food locally. and the 
necessity of paying higher wages. We are, as 
you will note, compelled to devote considerable 
sums 1o writing off, as depreciation through 
wear and tear is now very great in the Hotel. 
G£ course, the larger our business grows the 
greater necessarily becomes the wear and’ fear. 
We have also felt it prndeut to commence 
writing down the value of our steam-launch, 
for, though a comparatively new craft, she ‘is 
subjected to hard, constint usage. The dividend 
propo-ed is large, larger, as a matter of fact, 
than your directois altogether like to pay; but 
as they know the feeling of the shareholders on 
the subject, they bave thought it well to recom- 
mend the amount, believing that it can be 
maintained unless some unforeseen and unex- 
pected check to our present. prosperity 
should arise. With regard to the utilisation of 
the Praya Reclamation, the matter is still 
receiving the attention of the directors, certain 
details and propcsals-in connection with it 
having yet to be considered. Having once 
ascertained the views of the shareholders, it is 
now only necessary for the directors to do what 
is obviously best from a financial standpoint f: r 
the Company. .
